her. ‘At thet time it was ao cold that toucb-+ 
ings knife made the skin come off, and one 
of har servants lay dying, and.as- he was a 
Mchommedan had to be washed before he 
died, nearly an impossibility,’ But .it was 
managed somehow, naturally -hastening. the 
man’s end, and then the difficulty was bow 
to bury him,. But they found s piece: of 
swampy ground, and as it was still early, in 
tho winter it was possible to move a few pods 
there, “Bo they covered him up, but aot 
before the wolves were all bowling round.

In every way people sought to 
prevent her. from ontoriag the Lhasea dis- 
trict by telling her of fighting going on, but

-fered with. It was here, however, Noga 
aiter repeated acts of insubordination, began 
to use violence to her, and at last

A LADY'S ADVENTURES IN TIBET. 


AChuuking correspondent. writcs as fol 
lows to tho 4.-C. Daily News i 


‘Miss Annis Taylor, of thé China Inland 
Mission, passed’ through here to-day én ber 
way home from Tibetan voyagings which 
have extended -over nearly a year, the 
greater and most difficult. portion of her 
journey, however, having .bean’ made in 
tha depth of winter, Her.atsy bere was 
gy short that only the head of her marvol- 
Joug advontares could bo told, but’ itis to 
be hoped that the Shanghai community will 
not loge the opportuvity o€ learning. from 
‘Miss Taylor’s most expresyive lips what a 
woman is onpable $f “and his accomplisited: 
If you own perauade her -to give an-address 
under the auspices of the China Branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Sooiety, that. body wilt 
have o perer to print of more thrilliug in- 
terest thau anything that has yet appeared 
in ite Journal since its foundation. 

Misa ‘Taylor, in addition to ‘the. suffer- 
ing inevitable in a. country eo ‘bare of 
food aod shelter asis Tibet, and in a climate 
where the strongest often auccumd, “had 
hor existenos farther imperiled by the 
treachery and cruelty of her Chineso ser- 
vant, and was only savéd on more than one 
occasion from being murdered’ by the in- 
terpusition of the more chivalrous ‘Tibetans ; 
and then, nothing but the moet undaunted 
resolution coupled with a coolness ond 
nerve, as .astonizhing as it is admirable, 
saved her frora perisbing o victim to auch 
cold ond hunger as it seemed incredible a 
trail woman should have survived, 

Miss Taylor is a medium-sized woman of 
Saxon build with brilliant brown ayes, the 
complexion of a traveller, and the air ut one 
who has suffered much. Her beariog, her 


bright eyes and enimated expression, show 
her tu be a womnn of resource aod imagina- 
tion, and in seeing her lively manner, not» 
withstanding her preseut weak state of 
health, one begina to understand the in- 
fluence she was able to exercise over the 
sayage peoples amongst ‘whom ste has been 
travelling aloce with ber life in her hand, 
She is full of enthusiasm for the civilization 
and conversion of the ‘Sibetans, which she 
hopes to communicate to the people uf Log- 
Jand, and this we baye no doubt ehe will 
fully succeed in doing, Miss Taylor is, we 
de told, the daughter of a gentlemun of 
means engaged in business in London, and 
with a luxarious home in the Cromwell 
Road. Sho has just performed a feat whieh 
rivals in adventure, while in difficalties 
overcome it excels, the travels of even Cap. 
tain Bower aid Mr Rockhill. Alone with 
tho helpof one Christian Tibetan whom she 
brought with her from Darjeeling she has 
penetrated to within three days of Lhasa, 
and returucd alive to tell the tale. But for 
the abominable treachery of a Mabommedan 
Chinese whom-ehe engaged in Kansu, there! 
scems little doubi that she would have ar- 
rived in Lhassa itself. Miss Taylor saya 
that ehe first attempted to enter ‘Tibet from 
the Indian side in 1887. Sikkim was not 
English then, and orders were given that 10 
ono should serve her. Sv though she hud 
plenty of money eho could buy nothing, and 
was offen very hungry. Then she got fover, 
and had no appetite, But ufter quiniue her 
appetite returned, till she did not know 
which was woree, feverorhunger. Twice 
attempts were. made to poison her, and for 
teu months sho uever saw another Europoan, 
Then she desided to try to get in from 
China, and after spending about a year on 
the frontier living very quivtly, nol going | 
out, but constantly reoulving Tibetans in 
her house, she received various offers of 
convoys ta Lhessa. Before crossing the 
frontier, about which she had no trouble, 
she unhappily engaged @ Chinamun, whose 
Tibetan name was Noga. She hid two 
tents, four servunts, aud tried to get ten 
really good horses by promising to give them 
at the journey’s end to Noga. But all 
through, her difficulties about horses seem 
to have been Jess. Que, gfher first 
serious adventures waa being attacked by a 
band of brigands with white fur coats, lead- 
ing each a spare herse, Two were killed, 
eight wounded, and five cut of ber horses 
killed, besides much property lost. Bat a 
Lita called out to the robbers, ‘They ara 


they loat their road; they had no tent. 
That and every comfort had to be sold, her 
servant having taken everything he could 
from. hor before he left her, When on tho 


{24th of December they found’ the road 


again, they just hid away iv the hills for 
the whole of Christmas day for rest. Dur- 
ing all thie part of tha journey her suffer. 
ings from rarity of the air were very great; 
palpitations, gneping, inability to digest 
f aven that they had 


their barley food. 

ao little, .Noga aprend a report that Mias 
Talyor was travelliog with a belt of gold 
and jewels round her waist. And she had 
to travel by night, finding the oold beyond 
what apy one sould imagine who had not 
felf it, Ton’ frozo"ds soon as poured .out, 
and fof. thepe. uighte they -were: only too 
thankfal ,to find refuge in a cave with |just 
room fot them to lie down, ‘Salf-snflocated 
by smoke, so as to obtain, alittle heat, On 
the 3ist of December, they crossed the Dri- 
chu inte the Lhassa district, bat had to sto; 
neur Nujuca within three days’ journey ef 
Lhassa owing to Noga having gone before 
making a great merit-of revealing that it 
wes a foreigner oomiog. A military chict 
arrived from Lhassa, very gorgeous in his 
clothing, and at first rough, then friendly, 
and indignant with the Chinaman’s trea- 
chery. There was 8 sort of trial, -And. 
“none who oan should miss hearing from this 
hereio woman’s own lips how she stood out 
for-her dignity as an Englishwoman till in 
the end she.not only won. respect from all, 
but eonvinced them of the truth of her stary, 
thereby saving tho-lives of hor two. Tibetan 
servants, who the Chinaman had tried to 
make out were tracherously leading her 
into Tibet, Tho Chiefs told her as dar as 
they. were concerned sho conld go on to 
Lhassa, but they would loss their livea if 
sha did, and they gave her an oflloial and 
nine svldiors to protect her against tho 
Chinaman, beside supplying her most pres- 
sing necessities. Kverywhere she found 
the Tibetans express liking for the Boglish, 
They had been espociully atruck by the 
prisoners in the Sikkim war being kept 
alive, well fed, and actually supplied with 
money to go homie with, So thet there 
seoms a fittlo fear, test should there be 
ancther war the whole people would seek 
to be taken prisoners, 

Ou the return journey the horses, which 

in winter have to be fed: with gouats' flesh, 
tea, butter and chocac, suffered so from 
hunger they were always tumbling down, 
until Miss Taylor. joined herself .on to a 
yak catavan, and 200 yaka made a way for 
them through 20 feet of snow. It was on 
the 22nd of danvary Misa Taylor left the 
Lhaasa district of Tibet, and on the 12th 
of April she reached Tachienlu after hard- 
ships such es it scema hardly oredibla a 
woman should havesurmounted, Ia Tibet 
she was always called Annis, the name for 
their women religious teachera, and to look 
‘more like one-had-all her hair cut aff. Tt 
seems in Tibe! these are the girls, who are 
mothers of childron by the various visitors 
at their fathers’ houses,—t'iese. children 
belong to the girls’ fathers and ate found 
very usoinl. Those are the wives of often 
more than one husband, generally two 
brothers having the aame wife, and 20 on, 
and these aro the Annias. There is no girl 
infanticide in Tibet asin China, and more 
men becoming Lamas than women, Annias, 
whit we call the surplia women, become 
girl-mothors living on in their fathors’ 
houses. ‘Truth. seems ro be a virtue 
unknown among the Tibetans, But 
whether because of their vices or their 
virttes Miss Taylor has raturaed with her 
heart as much set as ever upon carrying 
the Gospel of Glad Tidings to this people 
who, if thoy do wrong, yot at all events, as 
she says, do not conceal it. They do it 
openly. : 
Tho Oblon Inland cannot havo many 
more such Missionaries, but that it has one 
stich is o thing to thauk God for, And 
whatever Miss Annie Taylor wants for 
Tibet, whother men or money, wo feel sure 
thut the woman who has succeeded in 
maaing this journey will obtain,
